Control Fire 
in Joliet Shop

Joliet, Til., Dec. 21.—[Special. ]—" Boys, 
| the prison is burning. Finish your din- 

ners in a hurry and march to your cella.” 

Werden BW. M. Allen made this an- 
nouncement thia evening before the 1,600 
convicts at supper in the dining hall at 
the state penitentiary. 

A cheer greeted the warden’s announce- 
ment. 

A tew minutes later as the convicts 
marched out double file they saw “ Rat- 
tan shop No. 1," the prison furniture 
factory, in flames, The fire was discov- 
ered a8 the last of the convict workmen 
left the shop. An hour later the building 
practically was destroyed, at an esti- 
mated boas of $10,000, according to the 
The Joliet motor fire trucks 
responded to the call from the prison and 
the trained convict fire squad of sixty 
men joined with the city fire force under 
Chief Cal Royce. The convicts managed 
seven hose lines and confined the fire to 
the big, barniike stone and wood one 
story rattan shop. | 


Convicts Locked In. 


As the convicts reached the cellhouses 
they were locked in, 
pital, adjacent to the burning building 
the invalid prisoners were carried to the 
first Goor quarters ready for removal 
should the hospital be endangered. Dr. 
Harry Higin Webster, wife murderer of 
Chicago, official “photeraptier of the 
prison, was a member of the fre ightiig 
squad. One member of the squad suffered 
& sprained ankle, slipping omtheice. This 
was said by the warden to be the only 
accident. 
Mike, the pet cat of the rattan shop 
crew, Was caught in the burst of famv 
that swept through the building. A con- 
vict running to the rescue dragged what 
was left of Mike from the burning struc- 
ture. With the fire practically extin- 
guished and confined safely to the ruins. 
the convict fire squad was taken to the 
guard quarters and plied with hot coffee 
before returning to duty. 


. Starts Near Stock Room. 


Hasty examination of the ruins indi- 
cated the fire started near the stock room 
of, the shop. Rumors of incendiarism | 
traveled on the gossip of guards and 
townapeople in Joliet. Thie met abrupt 
denial from Warden Allen. 
“ While we are not sure how the fire 
started,” he said, “we cannot believe 
that it was set by prisoners or others, as 
it would have been started more probably 
in the ofl room, And asa matter of fact 
the fire force was able to remove the in- 
flammable stuff from this room before 
the fire reached it. 
“I estimate the loss at about $10,000. 
The prisoners deserve a lot of credit for 
their vallant service. They dashed in 
and cleared that oi] room in a hurry and 
didn't hesitate at the danger. It is pos- 
sible the fire may have been started by 
one of the gasoline torches used in singe- 
ing off the rattan reeda, One of these 
may have been left burning when the 
shop shutdown. There was no semblance 
of disorber among the men at any time. 


Plans to Rebuild. 


“1 shall wire the members of the 

northern Illinois prison commission in 
the morning asking them for a confer- 
ence here on the question of rebuilding. 
A quick shift will be. made to keep the 
men busy and out of mischief,” , 
For a time the prison was in darkness 
when the lighting switches were opened to 
éut out the broken leads in the burning 
shop. Service was shortly restored. 
A week ago @ fire credited to crossed 
wires caused slight damage and consid- 
erable excitement in the prison library. 
Six .months ago 4 fire broke out in the 
‘game shop which burned this evening.

JANE TO HAVE 
SECOND FUNERAL 


Aged “Pauper” Leaves $1,150 
for Burial of Poor of 
Cathedral. 


Jane Irvine will be buried today witb 
honors. She has been dead for more than 
a year. It will be her secon@ funeral, A 
pauper’s grave followed the first. Today 
she will be placed in a proper grave in 
Elmwood cemetery, in a lot for whicb 


she herself will have paid. 

The funeral service will be held tn the 
Episcopal Cathedral of SS. Peter and 
Paul, at Peoria street and Washington 
boulevard. Dean Walter Taylor Sum- 
ner, who is to become bishop of Oregon 
next month, will read the burial service 
ané conduct a requiem mass for her. 
Charles P. Anderson, bishop of Chicago, 
will take part in the service. 


Here’s Jane’s History, 
Here is her story: 
Jane was peculiar. She had lived op 
the west side, In Peoria street, in Rap- 
dolph, in Washington boulevard, in San- 
gamon, and Green, almost every since 
any one could remember. It was esti- 
mated that she was 75 years old. Noone 
knew exactly. In her younger days Jane 
was a good worker, doing scrubbing and 
washing. As she grew old she worked 
less frequently. 
She was seen daily wandering through 
the alleys. She carried invariably a cane 
improvised from a broomatick. Her rag- 
ged calico clothes hung irregularly. Ip 
the winter she wore large gray wool socks 
on her hands as she went tapping along, 
banging ash cans and garbage pails with 
her cane and inspecting rubbish heaps. 

Sleeps in Hallways. 

Jane was a regular visitor at the cathe- 
dral. In England, as a girl, she belonged 
to the Church of England. There was 
scarcely a service she missed—church 
holidays, saints’ days, Sundays, and all 
The Sisters of St. Mary at the cathedral 
were her only friends, although she had 
no actual enemies. Every one else just 
let Jane £0. 

The aisters rented a room for her from 
time to time. She would not stay in it. 
She persisted in wandering through the 
alleys by day and sleeping in tenement 
‘pellways by night. They bought her 
gray wool socks. 

Finally she became so neglectful of her- 
eelf and so averse to the care others tried 
to give her that she was sent to the state 
hospital for the insane at Kankakee. Be- 


care for her property. It consisted of 
four trunks and three dry goods boxes. 
A year ago she died at Kankakee. The 
cathedral was not notified until last 
spring.

BULLETIN. 

PETROGRAD, Dec. 21.—The 
following official statement was 
issued this evening: 

“ The head of the general staff 

says that owing to the malevolent 
reports widely printed in the 
newspapers during the last few 
days concerning the condition 
and strategic positions of our 
armies he thinks it fitting to warn 
the Russian public against the 
partiality and inaccuracy of these 
reports. . 
“The fact that our armies 
adopted a narrower front was the 
outcome of a decision arrived at 
after full and free consideration 
by the military authorities.

Eyewitness Deseribes How the

PARIS, Dec. 21.—The French war office 
tonight made public @ report of am eye- 
witness of events along the bettle line 
from Dec. 7 to Dec. 15.

SCANDINAVIAN UNION 
FINDS FAVOR IN RUSSIA. 


Diplomat Says It Would Weaken 
German Influence on the Baltic 


Sea and Fortify Neutrality. 


PETROGRAD, via London, Dec. 22, 
12:15 @. m.—The recent conference at 
Malmo, Sweden, of the Scandinavian 
kings and a visit which King Gustav is 
reported to have made to Berlin previous- 
ly constitute a subject of much interest 
in Russia in view of the suggestion of a 
Scandinavian union. 

It is recalled that Prof. Ostwald went 
to Sweden on a sem!-official German mis- 
sion and proposed such a Scandinavian 
union, similar to the German empire, in 


which Sweden ae ts @ position 
analogous to and Germany, 


promising, it is said, that if such a union 
were realized Germany would contribute 
Finland, Esthonia, Livonia, and part of 
Courland. 

This circum-Baltic union of 25,000,000 
population, would, according to the al- 
leged German view, become an important 
European power, while the Scandinavian 
countries separately, despite their high 
cultural and industrial development, 
would be politically insignificant. 

A Russian diplomat, discussing this 
plan, said today: 

“ Excluding our provinces, which Ger- 
many never will beable to offer the union. 
Russia favors such a Scandinavian union. 
A strong united Scandinavia would weak- 
en German influence on the Baltic. 

“The German figures of 25,000,000 
should be decreased to 12,500,000, which 
is the present population of Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Denmark, adding, perhaps, 
Schleswig-Holstein, which Germany, if 
defeated, probably would be forced to 
return to Denmark.

| Engineers Report Conditions 


of Underground Utili-. 
ties Halts Projects. — 


GALLERY PLA} PLAN URGED. 


More than ten aesee of pavement tn the 
downtown district are torn up and re- 
placed each year at a cost of $200,000 to 
$400,000 because of the chaotic condi- 
tion of underground utilities. 

John W. Alvord and C. B. Burdick, con- 
sulting engineers, yesterday submitted 
these figures to the commission on down- 
town municipal improvements in a report 
recommending radical changes in street 
secommodations for utility pipe lines and 
conduits, 

Utility galleries located under the side- 
walks or in the alleys are suggested ag 
the most desirable remedy. Such a plan, 
it is pointed out, would involve the co- 
operation of the city and most of the pub- 
lic service commissions. 


Delays Other 

Nearly every other improvement for the 
Gowntown district must be postponed un- 
til this problem can be solved, according 
to engineers. Rearrangement of un- 
derground utilities must be effected, the 
report says, before the city can proceed 
to the construction of downtown sub- 
ways, sewers, and high pressure water 


system. The intimate relation of these 


improvements to present conditions both 
above and below the surface of the streets 
is emphasized. 

By assembling all pipe lines and con 
duits into galleries the engineers say the 
following results would be achieved: 

Saving in cost of street openings, 
amounting to nearly $400,000 annually. 

Reduction in cost of pavement main- 
tenance. 

Reduction in the operating cost of 
builities, 

The public would have good streets 
and decreased interference with travel. 


Enormous Investment in Bores. 

The total underground investment in 
the district between the river and Twelfth 
street is placed at approximately $13,000,-

duits in this area. 

The engineers found that from 2,000 to 
4,500 street openings are made in this ter- 
ritory each year. It is estimated that a 
mile and a half of pavement is deetroyed 
annually. 

“It should be remembered,”’ the report 
says, “that whatever expenditures are 

made for improving present conditions, in 
the end the public must foot the bills. 
Remedies must be financially practicable 
viewed broadly. , 


Wants Inquiry Continued. 

“The costs and savings involved can 
be determined only by further investiga- 
tien, and preferably with the codperation 
of the public service companies. 

“A rough estimate indicates that the 
reproduction cost of the substreet utili- 
ties, public and private, lies between 
$10,000,000 and $13,000,000. Further large 
investments must be made in the near fu- 
ture. A new sewer system is estimated 
at $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 and extensive 
changes in other utilities must acoom- 
pany transportation subwey accommoda- 
tion."

Fillings for Cakes. 


STARD Foundation.—Sift three- 
fourths of a cup of powdered sugar 
and work it into four egg yolks 
until the whole is light and smooth. 
Add to this, a little at a timé, one 

cup of boiling milk, stirring all the time; 
remove from fire, flavor, and strain, and 


stir frequently while cooling. This can 
be used hot or cold as a sauce, and in 
mak'ng such combinations as trifie. Add 
gelatin and whipped cream to make Ba 
varian cream, which should be molded, 
but for a cake filling proceed as follows: 
Butter Cream.—Add one-half cup of the 
above custard, when it is lukewarm. to 
four ounces of creamed sweet butter, and 
beat the two until they are light and 
smooth. This may be variously flavored, 
in addition to the vanilla. The sweet or 
unsalted butter may be obtained of any 
of the larger milk dealers, and is the only 
thing for such creams.

Filbert Flavoring for Cream.—Melt a 
half cup of sugar and add to it a handful 
of whole filberts. Cook these together 
until the sugar is caramel [it may be so 
before they are added) and the nuts well 
covered. Pour out on a platter greased 
with olive oil, if you have no marble board 
for such things. When cool break into 
small pieces, then pound fine. Add this 
so-called pounded praline to the cream. 
It makes a delicious addition. Some of 
the powder may be sifted over a cream 
on top of a plece of French pastry. One 
of the novelties of this season is “ barley 
almonds” at 25 cents a small portion. 
rhey are blanched almonds prepared in 
the same way as the filberts, and sold in 
barley candy bottles.

To Inecribe a Cake.—It is-a diMoult task 
to inscribe a cake. but it makes a cake 
present seem more individual if some- 
thing is written on itin sugar. Make an 
ordinary uncooked ic'ng, whipping into 
an egg white a cup more or less of sifted 
icing sugar, and adding the juice of a third 
of a lemon. Keep covered with a damp 
cloth while at work. Color if you wish 
to, and flavor to take off the taste icing 
sugar sometimes if not flavored

top, so that you can push down on It with 
the thumb of the hand in which you hold 
it, guiding the cone with the other.

orate investigation extending over @ 
period of four years, 

No intimation was given as to the 
probable tenor of the report, but it was 
stated the information collected by the 
experts employed by the committee would 
be sét forth in three large volumes.

Experts’ Reports Finished. 

“The reports of our experts have al- 
ready been submitted,” explained Mr. 
‘Holdom, “and the entire committee, 
made up of eighteen Chica;soans and in- 
cluding four railway heads, has already 
made one careful recding of the report. 
Committees have been appointed on the 
separate topics considered and the sma!l- 
er committees have been holding meet- 
ings several times a week to clean up the 
work and make a recommendation. 

“The’ main committee will meet 
Wednesday afternoon to listen to a re- 
port from Dr. W. A. Evans, chairman of 
the subcommittee on health. Our other 
committees are working under double 
pressure to finish up by the time set. 

‘“* As originally outlined, the report will 
discuss at length the necessity for e 
change from the present steam locomo- 
tives, the physical feasibility, and the 
financial practicability of electrification. 
After our subcommittees report and their 
findings have been edited and passed on 
by the general body we will be ready for 
the printers.” 


Report Out on Time. — 

Chief Engineer W. F’. M. Goss, who has 
been in charge of the work fora year and 
a half, also expressed the belief that the 
report would be ready on schedule time, 
“stating that the printers already had sec- 
tions of the reports in their hands.
